The board was established in Sep- 
tember, 1890, because it was desir- 
able that uniform usage in regard to 
geographical nomenclature’ and or- 


ecutive departments of the govern- 
yment, and particularly upon the maps 
and charts issued by the various de- 
partments and bureaus. <All unset- 
tled questions concerning geographi- 
cal names which arose in the depart- 
ments were to be ref to the 


ite powers in-

to the board before publication. 

Whea the board was first created 
by President Harrison its member- 
ship numbered ten. Later it was in- 
creased to fifteen. The terms of serv- 
ice have always been indefinite, the 
members being selected so as to rep- 
resent every department of the gov- 
ernment which publishes the names 
of places in the United States. 

In order to administer its affairs 
the board elects its own chairman 
and secretary, together with an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of five members. 
Dr. Henry Gannett of the geological 
survey at present directs the 
ness of the board, assisted by Charles 
8S. Sloane of the census bureau. 

The present official organization 
came into existence because it was 
seen to. be a much needed body. 
Prior to its formation there was an 
unofficial organization of ten mem- 
bers, who represented each depart- 
ment of the government. What they 
found concerning the geographical 
names of places in the United States 
was a condition of chaos that brought 
dispute, chaos because they found 
several names and several differant 
Ways of spelling, dispute because 
each department would not recognize 
the authority of the others in pre- 
acri a particular form of speNing. 

In fact, there was no established 
authority, and government publica- 
tions came out with spellings of sev- 
eral ways for the same place. One of 
the greatest instances of this kind ts 
the name of the village of Sinsinawa, 
in Wisconsin. There are ten different 
ways of spélling this name, which al- 
so produce the same pronunciation. 
In the government publications it is 
seen in six different ways, while the 
Postoffice Department uses another, 
one-half the population another, dir- 
fering also from that used by the 
other half, and the com- 
pany comes fin with still another style. 

If a state or county is to be named, 
the legislative body of that State be- 
stows those names, while for muni- 
cipalities the State gives the name 
used tn the charter. But the board 
is now left an entirely free hand in 
naming the places of lesser import- 
ance, Heretofore uncharted bodies 
of citizens, rivers, lakes and moun- 
tains and various other features re- 
ceived their names several 
sources, 

Thus, what is now known as the 
Wet Mountains In Colorado, was 
originally the Cuerno Verde Moun- 
tains. The original name was given 
by Spanish explorers because the 
mountains were green. After the 
treaty the name was translated into 
English and the mountains became 
known as Greenhorn. Later on they 
were called the Wet Mountains, be- 
cause there was so much moisture 
connected with them, and the name 
became so general in use that the 
board adopted it as the official one. 
Thus the former names of places in 
our country came from explorers, 
early settlers, surveyors, the Post- 
office Department and the railroads. 
Hence, those who had to deal with 
the conditions became keenly alive to 
the need of some authority. 

The task of the present board has 

enormous, and it has taken 
about a score of years to bring order 
out of chaos. The policy of the board

board. In gpeaking of Bering Strait 
the board estates that it has been 
called Behring and also Kamchatka, 
but it goes on to say that it was “so 
named after Commander Ivan Ivano- 
vich Bering, to whoée exploration, itn 
1741, we owe first knowledge of what 
is now Alasks. Bering himself, his 
ancestors, for five generations at least, 
and his descendafts, spell the name 
Bering. This form is widely used 
by English-speaking people and al- 
most universally used by all others.” 

One of the strong points which the 
board has established is that all 
mountain ranges and long rivers that 
have received different names from 
the different localities in which they 
are located, shall possess but one 
name. For instance, in Passaic coun- 
ty, N. J.. and Orange county, N. Y., 
there is the same mountain range. It 
has received six different names— 
Bean Fora, Bear Fort, Bearfoot, 
Bearport, Greenwood,and Longpond. 
The board has set de all of these 
and has decided upon the name 
Bearfoot, by which the whole range 
is known. : 

Likewise the Snaké River in Wash- 
ington State has become known by 
that name throughoyt all ite length 
because of the fact that the board has 
adopted the policy of a continuous 
name. It used to be known ag Lewis 
Fork and the South Fork. 

‘The board also advocates a wni- 
formity in spelling in the names of 
counties throughout the country, but 
it has no power to change them from 
that given by the Legislatures of the 
different States concerned. There are 
three counties in the United States 
named from the Indian Pottawatomie. 
The Kansas and Oklahoma counties 
use the spelling “Pottawatomie,” 
while the county in Iowa is spelled 
“Pottawattomie.” Likewise there are 
five counties, a arge river, a moun- 
tain range and various minor features 
using the name Allegany, and it is 
spelled in three ways, each of which 
is well established by legislative ac- 
tion. In New York and Maryland 
there are “Allegany” counties, in 
North Carolina and Virginia there are 
“Alleghany” counties, and in Penn- 
syivania there is an “Allegheny” coun- 
ty.
